N. Dorsett, a Leading Citizen Away 
from Home—Mrs. Massey Cannot Be 
Found—An Interesting Search. 


DovatasvitLe, Ga., April 24.—[Special.}— 
The 1,500 people living here are enjoying the 
biggest sensation Douglasville has had since 
the lynching in "84. 

soo the most prominent people of the 
town are missing. 

Mr. 8S. N. Dorsett, a leading attorney, 
successful planter and a prominent merchant, 
has been away from his home for two weeks, 
and no one has been able to locate him. 

Mrs. Emma Massey, one of the town’s 
greatest social favorites has mysteriously dis- 
appeared. 

There {sno evidence to show that Colonel 
Dorsett’s absence and Mrs. Massey’s disap- 
pearance are at all connected. 

But there are many reasons why they 
might be. 

And nearly everybody in Douglasville fig- 
ures it out that way. 

THE LADY IN QUESTION. 

Mrs. Massey is the widow of Colonel Robert 
Massey, who was a leading attorney, influ- 
ential politician and a careful journalist in his 
section for a number of years. 

Colone! Massey was her second husband. 

Mrs. Massey’s maiden name was McIntosh, 
her father’s home being near Powder Springs, 
afew miles from this place. Several years 
ago she married a gentleman named McEl- 
reath, who was then one of the leading mer- 
chants of Douglasville. Subsequent to that 
marriage McElreath moved to Atlanta. and 
went into business on Mitchell street. He 
was not pleased with his change, however, and 
goon returned to Douglasville. His domestic 
life was not a happy one, and McElreath in- 
dulged quite freely in intoxicants. This, it is 
said, hastened his death. 

When the estate was wound up Mrs. McEI- 
reath found herself and her daughter, the only 
ehfid, well provided for. 

COLONEL MASSEY’S FIRST WIFS. 

About the same time Mr. and Mrs. McEl- 
reath were married another bridal couple 
came to Douglasville. 

It was Mr. and Mrs. Bob Massey. 

Bob Massey was almost raised in Douglas- 
ville, and when he began the practice of law, 
everybody in the county wanted to see him 
succeed. 

Then when he married Miss Murray, one of 
Powder Springs most accomplished, gifted and 
beautiful ladies, everybody congratulated him. 

In Douglasville he made his home, and in a 
short time a warm friendship sprang up be- 
tween his family and the McElreath family. 

STILL ANOTHER WEDDING. 
Still another bridal couple came to Douglas- 
‘ville. 3 

S. N. Dorsett, then a young man, married a 
Miss Abercrombie, of Douglas county, and 
with his bride became a member of the 

‘charmed circle—the Dorsetts, the McElreaths 
and Masseys. 

While Mr. Dorsett and Mr. McElreath pros- 
pered in trade and mercantile work, Colonel 
Massey was building up a reputation as one 
of the best lawyers in that section. He was 
progressive, energetic and bright, and was 
made mayor of the town. Believing in the 

ower of the press, the colonel founded The 

uglasville Star, and through its coiumns 
put in some hard licks for his home. 

With the three families everything moved 
along nicely until about '84 or '85—the exact 
date cannot be ascertained—when Mrs. Massey 

died. 

After his wife’s death the colonel gave up 
his home, and went to board with Mr. and 
Mrs. MoElreath:. 

He was soon inore like one of the family 
than like a boarder. 

A WIDOW AND A WIDOWER. 

Colonel Massey was still boarding with the 
McElreaths when Mr. McElreath died. 

And he remained there until something like 
-@ year, when he and Mrs. McElreath married. 

Mr. Dorsett was visited with the same sorrow 
as Mrs. McElreath and Colonel Massey. 

Six years ago, about, his wife died, too. 

Subsequently he married Miss Anderson, 
whose father lived near Austell. 

In the two new homes the two new families 
lived happily and pleasantly. 

Mr. Dorsett continued to add to his taxable 
property and to multiply his friends. 

Colonel Massey added victory after victory 
to his crown of success. 

But just as he was reaching the acme of his 
career his health failed. 

Quickly poor Bob Massey began sinking 
away. 

His physicians saw there was no help for 
him if he remained at Douglasville, and ad- 
vised him to make a change. 

HE GOES TO BRUNSWICK. 
_ Colonel Massey’s father was once a business 
gman in Atlanta, but went’ from there to St. 
Bimon’s. Probably that had something to do 
with the colonel’s selection of Brunswick 

' when he found a change necessary. 

With his wife, whohad grown into one of 
the most beautiful women in this section of 
the state, Colonel Massey left Douglasville in 
February, 1890. 

In Brunswick he seemed to improve for a 
few days. 

_ But the dread disease had gone too far. 
|. Bob Massey was beyond the aid of climate 
‘gnd doctors and in a short time died. 


And his death created a feeling of regret’ 


throughout Georgia because Bob Massey’s name 
was known extensively and he was looked 
upon as one of the state’s rising young men. 

>  LATD TO REST IN DOUGLASVILLE. 

Mrs. Massey was heart-broken over her hus- 
tbana’s death, and for awhile ‘her friends were 
apprehensive for her mental condition. 

The remains were taken from Brunswick to 
Douglasville and laid to rest. 

Laid to rest in the same cemetery where his 
first wife was buried. 

And where Mrs. Massey’s first, husband was 
entombed. 

Colonel Massey, like Mrs. Massey’s first hus- 
band, left a good estate and one child. 

Mrs. Massey has always been a lady of good 
business qualification and administered upon 
her husband’s estate. She then settled in her 
old home and began winding up the business. 

In transacting this work she found it neces- 
sary to ask Mr. Dorsett for his advice. 

Mr. Dorsett is one of tho best business men 
in Douglas county and his advice was worth

Soon after Christmas Mrs. Massey for some 
reason gave up her home and moved into a 
cottage much nearer Mr. Dorsett’s home. 

At the time nothing was thought of this. 

But now this is spoken of quite freely since

About the first of the month Mr. Dorsett 
gave it out that he intended going to Albany 
to attend some legal business. ™ 

On the 11th he left home and was in Atlanta 
that day. 

Sunday he left Atlanta for Albany. 

wT he left Albany, going to Jackson- 
ville. . 

Since then he has been very scanty in his let- 
ters home, and none of his fgiends have been 
able to write to him, becatse they did not 
know where to address the letters. 

That he was in Jacksonville there is ho 
doubt. 

Mr. Will MelIntosh, a brother of Mrs, Mas- 
sey, traced her to Jacksonville, and while 
there saw Mr. Dorsett; then the letters Mr. 
Dorsett has written home bear the Jackson- 
ville postmark. 

But whether Mrs. Massey was in Jackson- 
ville at that time is not known. 

It is currently rumored here that she was, 
but that her brother did not see her. at 
brother lives near Powder Springs, and I have 
been told today that his wife wrote a letter to 
Mrs. Massey’s sister here, in which she said: 

‘Will has told me all about it. When you 
come over, I will tell you all.’’ 

WHY IS HE SO SILENT? 

That Mr. Dorsett will come back no one 
doubts. 

No man in Georgia has the confidence of the 
public more thanhe. He is the soul of honor, 
and meets his obligations promptly. 

His credit is as good as a national bank’s. 

But his silence is not only perplexing, but it 
distresses his friends. 

All the letters he has writteen back as far as 
can be learned have been written on Albany let- 
terheads, and have been postmarked at Jack- 
sonville. 

Mr. Dorsett has a nephew in Atlanta who is 
an attorney—Mr. Oscar Parker. A few days 
ago Mr. Parker went to Douglasville to in- 
vestigate the matter. Since he came back to 
Atla he has received a letter from Mr. 
Dorsett. “* was on business, and was written 
on Albanpe aper and mailed at Jacksonville. 
Mr. Parker, before that, telegraphed to Mr. 
Dorsett at Albany, but the telegram came 
back because he could not be.found. 

He carried no money away with him and 
left his business in excellent shape. Some days 
before lie went away he and his partner made 
a $1,000 note with J. P. atson, John 
Harden and J.S. Jamesas endorsers. The 
day he came to Atlanta he borrowed $1,900, 
and took that note up. His store is doing a 
good business, and is under no obligations. 

Everything points to his early return. 

But his friends are uneasy, fearing that he 
may be sick somewhere. 

HIS PARTNER TALKS. 

**I have every faith in the world in Mr. Dor- 
sett,’’ said his partner, Mr. Smith, ‘‘and I 
look for him by every train. Our business is 
solid, and he carried away nothing. His wife 
is very much distressed, but is confident, too. 
I know if he really was aware of all the talk 
that is current he would hurry home.’’ 

‘Why don't you let him know what is going 
on ?’’ I suggested. 

“We don’t know whereto write to him. 
His family relations are the pleasantest 
imaginable. Heis devoted to his wife and 
children and they to him. Everybody here 
seems to understand the matter and everydody 
is looking for him back every day.” 

' “Why not advertise for him ?” 

**] thought of that, and suggested it to his 
wife, but she refused. She don’t want the 
papers to say anything aboutit.”’ 

‘He is sure to come,’’ said Mr. Charly 
Camp, a warm friend of Mr. Dorsett.

Mr. Dorsett is about five feet ten and a half 
inches high, and willweigh 170 pounds. His 
hairisan auburn and he wears a mustache 
only. He hasa pleasant brown eye and an 
open, honest coumtenance. He dresses neatly 
and is a pleasanttalker with a happy, genial 
disposition. By his first wife he has 
two children, a beautiful daughter who 
is just budding into womanhood, and a son of 
thirteen. Both are extremely bright. His 
second wife was a Miss Anderson, a daughter 
of Robert Anderson, who lived near Austell. 
She is a niece of Dr. Anderson in Covington, 
and is a most estimable lady. She has two 
brothers and three or four sisters and is a lady 
beloved by all. Sheis now at her home, one 
of the most elegant in Douglasville. 

WHERE IS MRS. MASSEY? 

Mrs. Massey has long been considered one of 
the most beautiful ladies in her section of the 
state. 

She was refined and cultured and universally 
beloved. 

She is a little taller than medium height and 
has a queenly figure. She is extremely grace- 
ful and dresses with exquisite taste, and would 
attract attention anywhere. 

Her manner is charming and her conversa- 
tional powers are rare indeed. 

Everyone who knew her loved and ad- 
mired her. 

Her father and mother are both dead. Her. 
father was killed by an East Tennessee train 
near Powder Springs several years ago. She 
has two sisters living near Birmingham. 

SHE MAKES A WILL. 

Mrs. Massey’s friends have every confidence 
in her, and are afraid that her mind is un- 
settled. 

— leaving Douglasville she made her 
will. 

This is said to be in Mr. Dorsett’s possession, 
and in it he is said to be named as executor. 

Everybody here is anxiously awaiting news 
from Mr. Dorsett and Mrs. Massey.

SUING FOR A DIVORCE. 


Casper Johannsen and His Wife Testifying 
in Court. 

Aveusta, Ga., April 24.—[Special.]—The 
trial of the libel suit for divorce brought by 
Casper H. Johannsen against his wife, Sarah, 
was commenced this morning in the superior 
court, Judge Roney last night having over- 
ruled the motions of Salem Dutcher, attorney 
for the defendant, to dismiss the case, At the 
opening of the court this morning Mr. Dutcher 
read Mrs. Johannsen’s answer to Mr. Johann- 
sen’s declaration. 

THE WIFE’S ANSWER. 

She specifically denied each and every 
charge preferred, which was drunkenness, 
cruelty and adultery. She says she wasa 
good and true wife to libellant, and 
that he cruelly deserted and abandoned 
her without just cause and against her 
will. She avers that the libel is not 
brought from any sincere belief that 
the plaintiff has sustained wrongs, or from an 
honest desire to have relief, but wholly to de- 
feat the respondent’s suit for permanent ali- 
mony, which is now pendinginthe courts. 
She claims that her suit for alimony was filed 
June 27, 1889, and three months afterwards 
suit for divorce was filed, on September 12th. 
Mrs. Johannsen avers that shortly after mar- 
riage the plaintiff conveyed all, or the most 
valuable part of his property to J. E. Johann- 
sen, his son, reserving for himself a life inter- 
est, without valuable consideration, and with 
fraudulent intent to impede or defeat her 
rights to support out of his estate, or 
any interest therein, should she survive him. 
She claims that, on their marriage, plaintiff 
provided no home for her, but took up his 
abode in her-house, where she kept a store. 
Shortly after their marriage, she says, de- 
fendant attempted to sell the store, but she 
declined to consent to such a sale, and on May 
93, 1888, Mr. Johannsen deserted her, and re- 
fused to return to his marital duties unless 
petitioner would dis of her property ‘as 
demanded byhim. She saysabout July 1, 1888, 
defendant seemingly abandoned his demand, 
and returned and took up his abode with 
her as before, and on the lith of August he 
again abandoned her against her will. In 
conclusion -Mrs. Johannsen prays that the suit 
be dismissed. , 

A large number of witnesses testified pro 
and con. Some swore to her dissolute habits, 
others testified as to her sobriety and gentle- 
ness and affectionate treatment of her hus- 


band. 


A DEPRAVED WITNESS. 
‘Mr. Jeff Foster, whom Mr. Johannsen im- 
plicated with his wife, admitted on the stand 
the istatement. He escaped criminating him- 
self by the statute of limitation, which re- 
quires such prosecutions to be made within 
two years after the crime was committed. 

The evidence in all is the most sensational, 
scandalous and filthy that hasever been de- 
duced in Augusta courts. 

The hearing of evidence was concluded to- 
night, and arguments in the case will be heard 
tomorrow.

THE DARK REECORD WHICH HE 
HAS MADZ. 


A Murderer at Home—He Goes West, Where 
He Kilis a Sheriff and Robs Trains. 
His Reappearance in Georgia. 


Batt Ground, Ga., April 24.—[Special.J— 
As the facts in connection with the shooting 
of Bob Disharoon by Jim Taylor come to 
light, the case assumes the proportions of & 
genuine sensation. Taylor is not only a tough, 
bat one of the toughest of the toughs, with 4 
long criminal record that fairly surpasses that 
of the noted Rubs Burrows. 

Taylor is anative of Dawson county anda 
man of about thirty-five or forty years of age. 
His record as acriminal dates from early mat 
hood. The family has a_ bad 
record. He and a #£=man named 
Turner killed several men in Dawson county 
several years ago. They belonged to a regular 
cut-throat organization. After afew years it 
appears that Turner got tired of 
the’ business, and, quitting the gang, 
told. more than Taylor thought was 
healthy for them. Not long after this 
Turner was murdered, and Jim Taylor and one 
of his brothers were tried and convicted in 
Dawson county and sent to the chaingang for 
a term of years for the murder. 

They were put to work on the Roswell 
narrow gauge railroad owhich was 
then building. While there Jim's 
brother got contrary and would not work, and 
the whipping boss whipped him todeath. At 
the same time Jim made some trouble and the 
boss knocked him down. Thinking he had 
about killed Jim, the boss left him alone 
and went for a doctor. When he 
got back Taylor owas gone and 
was not heard of foreight or ten years, 
when he reappeared, early last winter, and 
settled down with his mother, six or eight 
miles east of this place. 

He appeared to have plenty of money, but 
kept very quiet. At one time he told 
a citizen of this place that he was well 
fixed as to cash, but asked him to say nothing 
about it, as people would talk. bag 

At another time he got a little too much 
whisky, and in conversation witha man who 
had married a relative of his wife’s, and 
who lives in Dawson county, he 
said he had $15,000, and to prove 
part of it, he pulled aroll of bills containing 
over $1,500 out of one breeches pocket. He 
told this man that he belonged to a band of 
Texas train robbers, and had helped to rob 
several trains, and that this money was the 
result of the work. He said he was the cap- 
tain of the gang. 

This man, whom he talked to never said 
anything about this until since the shooting of 
Disharoon. Itis thought now that Taylorshot 
the wrong man, that he meant to kill Jim 
Bob’s brother, who was 4 
detective, and who was on the 
lookout for him for the murder 
of a sheriff in Missouri. Some time ago—how 
long itis not known here—two men killed a 
sheriff in Missouri who was attempting to 
make their arrest. One of them is de- 
scribed as being a man about thirty- 
five years of age; medium height; rather 
fair-complexioned; round-shouldered; rather 
stout, and the end gone from one thumb; 
has an impediment in his speech, and lisps 
besides. This description fits Taylor exactly. 
Besides Disharoon has a photograph of the 
parties, and the one of the foregoing ‘descrip- 
tion looks just like Taylor. 

Armed with this description and an 
offer of $600 reward for him, dead or alive, 
Disharoon began to work up the case. He 
located his man and got several parties to 
watch for Taylor and report to him. It is 
surmised that some of them gave the scheme 
away, and, Taylor getting wind of it, prepared 
to leave, but wanted to kill the detective 
before going, with the result stated in yester- 
day’s dispatch. 

Taylor met Disharoon in the road near Yel- 
low creek, and on finding out that his name 
was Disharoon, supposed he was the one he 
wanted. He called Disharoon a'd—d reporter. 
Disharoon, whoisa brave man, replied he 
he was a d—d liar. Taylor said: ‘You area 
God d—dson of a b—h,’’ whereupon Disha- 
roon knocked him down, and ashe arose he 
drew a pistol and shot Disharoon, the ball 
striking just below the heart and 
was taken out from beside the 
backbone. Since yesterday’s dispatch a 
severe hemorrhage has set in, and Disharoon is 
almost certain to die. 

Taylor is a regular walking arsenal. On 
one occasion,a few days ago, he came 
into the jewelery shop of §W. Se 
Brady, in this place, to get some 
repairing done on his pistols. He brought six 
with him, all good ones. People who know 
him say he carries at least four with him all 
the time. He hasaset of straps made to go 
over his shoulder and across his back. 
The back piece is made of rubbers, so as to 
give when stooping. On tothese straps he 
fastens two holsters, letting them swing under 
each arm, with a pistol in each one. There 
they are easy to reach, easily carried, and no- 
body would notice them. He also carries a 
large bore, short derringer in each pocket. 

From the aboveit will be seen that he is 
pretty well fixed for war. 

It is thought that he only came in here to 
rest up and stay until the excitement over his 
deviltry in the west had blown over, when he 
would return to his old tricks, but now the 
game is about 2 

The officers of this and Dawson counties are 
hot on his trail. He is surrounded, being at 
this time in hiding somewhere near Yellow 
creek. He cannot stay where he is long, for 
the circle is constantly narrowing. When he 
makes the break for the outside world the offi-

A Republican Delusion. 

The Philadelphia Press, referring casually 
to the rumored defection from the demo- 
cratic party in South Carolina, makes these 
remarks among others: 

If the time has come when the business south 
sees that it must aid to maintain the protective 
system—which the political south has sought to 
destroy—then a light has broken over that section 
which will have the most useful results. Pennsyl- 
vania has no more need of the wise tariff policy of 
the republican party than has Alapama, or South 
Carolina, or Georgia, or any other state of the 
south. It certainly could not be long before the 
business interests of the south appreciated this. 
If the South Carolina movement means that this 
time has come, the politicians who have misrep- 
resented the material interests of their constit- 
vents will be retired. 


We have seen something like this before. 
It isin the nature of a too cordial invita- 
tion to soreheads to walk into the republican 
apothecary shop and get their wounds 
dressed free of charge. Itisthe old and 
ever new delusion that the negro party of 
the south is to be built up and recruited by 
disgruntled southern democrats. This time 
it is the ‘‘business’’ men of the south who 
are to rush into the republican ranks in 
order to save the ‘‘protective system’’ of the 
republicans. 

It is a delusion that would be less absurd 
if the republicans had made any effort dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years to commend 
itself to the sympathies of the white people 
of the south. No such effort has been made. 
On the contrary, the whole policy of the 
republican party, all its machinery, and the 
remarkable ingenuity of the corruptionists 
at the head of the organization, have been 
directed against the south. The white peo- 
ple here have been made the victims of the 
bitterest sectionalism, and even the honest 
and sincere people of the north have been 
taught to regard the southerners as aliens, 
traitors and conspirators. This has been 
the consistent and persistent policy of the 
republicans. 

To what extent this action of the repub- 
lican party and its organs has retarded the 
progress of the south it would be impossible 
to say, but there can be no doubt that mill- 

ons of dollars of American and foreign cap- 

ital have been diverted from this section by 
the slanderous advertisements which have 
emanated from the organs, and which have 
been spread to the four winds by the repub- 
lican campaign speakers. 

The white people of the south have been 
described as barbarians and assassins, and 
the keynote of every republican campaign 
since the war has been to charge that life is 
not safe in the south, and that newcomers 
here are ostracized for opinion’s sake. The 
injurious effect of these attacks on the busi- 
ness and industrial interests of the south is 
incalculable. The republican editors and 
organs have had the ear of the civilized 
world, so to speak, and their slanderous ad- 

‘vertisements have unquestionably had a tre- 
mendous effect in keeping immigration and 
capital away from the south. 

No element of the south has a keener 
appreciation of this result of republicanism 
than the business men, and now The Phila- 
delphia Press, which has been the most 
rampant among the organs, affects to believe 
that its corrupt organization is to be re- 
cruited from the very element which has 
suffered most severely. The effrontery of 
such a suggestion is immeasurable, 


No Short Cuts to Culture. 

Professor Vincent, in a recent talk to the 
students of the New York university, gave 
the superficial culture and methods of the 
present generation a crushing blow in a few 
well-aimed sentences. 

The professor took the position that a 
good style is of the very highest importance 

‘(n literature, and that it is the result of study 
and labor. There is no short cut toit. He 
said: 

Among our young men, of late, the tide sets 
strongly toward journalism. The highest success 
there means the cultivation of the best forms of 
literary expression. I knowthere is a short road 
te journalism, the outcome of which is facility in 
the reportorial styie, which is now a distinct 
branch of modern literature, and represents the 
Brummagem of literary expression. Out of that 

. short cut there do not issue journalists like Edwin 
Arnold and Burnaby, Kinglake and Gallenga. 
Compare the average editorials of American 
dailies with similar articles in the leading English 
journals. In point of matter possibly the Ameri- 
cans may not suffer by the comparison. In point 
of form and style, the less said the better. Be. 
bind a good many of the English editorials and 
‘letters and reports you see the English university 
training. The war correspondent can write 
Eothen and the history of the Crimean war, and 
the Iberian reminiscences. And gving back to 
the matter of general literary culture,in my 
opinion it is never made in its perfection by any- 
thing but the classical training. Such men as 
Bishop Lightfoot and Bishop. Westcott, as Glad- 
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the Diderot and Voltaire. If you enjoy & 
read the record of his enormous reading as Trevel- 
yan will give it to you. ‘There is no short cut to 
that kind of thing. | 

* Leaving out.the question of a classical 
training, it must be admitted that the writer 
needs a full mind, a ready mind and an 
exact mind. He needs information, ideas 
and discipline in the art of literary expres- 
sion. 

Professor Vincent's remarks on the sub- 
ject should be read and thoughtfully con- 
sidered not only by literary workers and 
journalists, but by every youngster who de- 
sires to command a fairly good English 
style. Itisa great mistake to think that 
there are short cuts to culture, requiring 
neither time nor effort. There is only one 
road, and it is long, narrow and steep. 


Harrison or Blaine? 


The little scrimmage between the Blaine 
and Harrison forces at the Republican 
League convention recently has some very 
interesting features—interesting because 
they present peculiarities. 

For instance, the fact was developed that 
J. B. Foraker and that element in the con- 
vention on which such a man could with the 
most certainty count were all for Blaine, 
ready to shout themselves hoarse when the 
name of the ex-plumed knight was men- 
tioned, 

This is the very element which the exi- 
gencies of the situation would seem to throw 
into the Harrison column whether or no. 
Foraker himself may be taken as the type of 
that element. Although he isa roustabout, 
with certain personal characteristics calcu- 
lated to commend him to the conscienceless, 
his attitude in politics ought to rank him 
among the hearty supporters of Harrison. 
He has already announced that the McKinley 
tariff monstrosity is to be the platform of 
the Ohio republicans, and his hatred of the 
south moves him to weep copiously over the 
failure of the infamous force bill. 

This is precisely the position of Mr. Har- 
rison. He glories in the McKinley law, and, 
as far as he could, made the force bill a 
personal matter. He brought all the in- 
fluence of his administration to bear on such 
republican senators as betrayed a lukewarm 
disposition toward the measure. Those who 
refused to vote for were threatened with his 
displeasure, and as this meant the with- 
drawal of patronage—a very important thing 
to an administration senator—the south es- 
caped by the skin of its teeth. 

It will thus be seen that, with more belly 
and a longer head, Foraker would easily pass 
for Mr. Harrison in politics, Yet Foraker 
is for Blaine, and this in the face of the fact 
that Blaine was so disgusted with the Me- 
Kinley tariff monstrosity that he smashed a 
new silk hat against the wall of the senate 
committee room in order to emphasize his 
contempt for the measure. He did more 
than this—in a letter to Senator Frye, of 
Maine, he exposed the hypocrisy of the bill, 
and uttered some potent arguments against 
it, and, in order to show how thoroughly in 
earnest he was, he endeavored to take the 
sting out of the measure with a free trade 
poultice in the shape of reciprocity. The 
free trade poultice, it is true, has been rend- 
ered innocuous, but this fact has nothing to 
do with Mr. Blaine’s intentions. 

As to the force bill, Mr. Blaine has a 
record that antedates Foraker’s notoriety. 
He was opposed to the original force bill, 
and his position with regard to the infamous 
Lodge bill is well known. There is but one 
explanation of the remarkable attitude of 
Foraker and his friends. They are not sure 
of the future, and they are trying to make 
matters even by running with Marrison and 
whooping up Blaine. | 

Wanamaker Describes a Battle, 

Postmaster General Wanamaker has never 
been considered a funny iman, but his 
description of the battle of Missionary Ridge 
in his speech at Chattanooga has convulsed 
the entire country. 

The speech was delivered about ten days 
ago, but the returns are just beginning to 
come in. Mr. Wanamaker, it seems, thus 
described the storming of the works on the 
ridge. . 

I read some time ago part of the story of the 
war that made this country historic. Upon yon 
hills one day a little company received permission 
to try to dislodge earthworks that were being built 
half way up. The commanding officer tried to 
dissuade them; they received consent, however, 
and stole like cats up the mountain side, drove off 
the enemy, and then, instead of returving, they 
passed on up—just a little handful of them—over 
the brush far up to the top, full of courage, and 
dislodged the enemy that were upon the top. 
Grant, below, looked with perfect amazement, and 
asked the question, “Who gave the command?” 
and it passed along the line that they would be 
court-martialed on their return. But there they 
were, winning success, and nothing succeeds like 
succcess. So they came back to receive applause 
instead of censure. 

Big work gor ‘‘a little company,” and 
hard work for soldiers who ‘‘stole like cata 
up the mountain.” 

It is unnecessary to say that this remark- 
able battle story has been received with 
wild-eyed amazement by the millions of 
Americans who have always believed that 
20,000 of Grant’s soldiers stormed the ridge 
under orders. 

But in Mr. Wanamaker’s eyes it was all a 
pussy cat pichic, and the entire confederate 
army was routed by a little company that 
had quietly done the work without Grant's 
knowledge. 

The postmaster general is a brilliant: suc- 
cess when he speaks on subjects with which 
he is familiar, but he should draw the line 
at battles. 


The Judge and the General. 


The action of United States J udge Car- 
penter in refusing to hear General Butler in 
a case that came before him in Boston, and 
in ordering his ejection from the courtroom, 
was without precedent ini this country, 

Judge Carpenter felt aggrieved on account 
of certain remarks made on a former ‘océa- 
sion by General Butler, and when the gen- 
eral desired a few days ago to argue a mo- 
tion for a new trial in behalf of a client, 
the judge gave notice that the client would 
have to secure another lawyer. When the 
motion came up again the general was on 
hand, and stated that he was ready. For 
this he was pronounced disorderly, and the 
judge ordered his removal from the room.

of court. Ina notable decision made by 
Judge Field, the right of an attorney to ap- 
pear for his client is thus stated: ob: 
“The attorney and counselor being by the sol- 
emn judicial actof the court clothed with his 
office, does not hold it as a matter of grace or 
favor. The right which it confers upon him to 
appear for suitors and to argue causes is some- 
thing more than a mere indulgence, revokable at 
' the pleasure of the court or at the command of the 
legislature. It is aright of which he can only be

When judges stretch their powers in the 
matter of punishing persons for contempt of 
court, it is bad enough, but-here we have.a 
judge who persecutes and causes actual force 
to be used againsta lawyer who has com- 
mitted no offeuse. The power to punish for 
contempt was thought by Madison too dan- 
gerous to be given to a judge; but if Judge 
Carpenter’s arbitrary methods are sustained 
it will be seen that a judge may play the 
part of an unreasonable tyrant with perfect 
impunity.

After going 
through West Point General Wheeler served 
in the United States army in Arizona and 
New Mexico among the Indians until the 
breaking out of the civil war, when he went 
into the confederate army, in which, by his 
gallant and successful fight, he arose to senior 
cavalry general.

| Judge Hall’s daughter died yesterday, and, 
ief course, he cannot be here in some days. 
For that reason the commission decided to 
sedjourn until Tuesday, when Mr. Brown con- 
gludes: 
' In concluding his speech yesterday Mr. 
‘Atkinson said that if it were held 
fthat the lessees were entitled to anything 
"that the measure of damages would be the value 
‘ef the material after removal less the cost of re- 
Pmoval; that the state did not occupy the posi- 
“tion of a trespasser, but was a bona fide claimant 
‘gothe property Sofaras the Candler resolution 
was concerned, he said, that it was constitutional, 
gnd,in no event, could it have deprived the 
jesses of any lezal right of removal, if they ever 
bad any. 
| But, so far as this particular investigation 
concerned, under section 11 of the resolu- 
Ption the lesses had agreed to settle these ques- 
‘tions just as though the Candler resolution had 
‘pever passed. He said that, as he had 
already consumed so much time i in 
argument, that he would argue 
only two points upon the question of taxes. 
He then read from the code of Tennessee some 
of its tax Jaws, and insisted that the taxes were 
_gssessed by Tennessee against the Westerm and 
Atlantic Railroad Company, and that the payment 
of them was only doing what the state of Tennes- 
| gee required the lessees to do. 
| The contract itself gshowed that it was not 
» the intention of the parties for the state to pay 
' the taxes, but for the lessees, to protect it against 
ali burdens. Special emphasis was laid on the 
' fact that the lease act subjected the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad Company to tax by Geor- 
gia, andfrom this he argued that it was folly 
to suppose that it was the understanding of the 
_ parties that the lessees were to pay taxes in Geor- 
_ giaand that Georgia was to pay tax ina foreign 
state on the same property that the lessees paid 
_ tax on to her. 
| If, however, anything should be found due, it 
|bore no interest, as (Georgia was a 
' povereign and her laws do not 
_Sspply to her. Laws are not made for sovereigns 
| but for subjects, and interest laws do not apply 
toa state. 

In the course of further arguments on the ques- 

tion of betterments, as an authority showing 
| what was the proper interpretation of the con- 

tract, he read from a speech of Mr. Julius L. 

Brown, made before a house committee in 1882, in 
which he stated that if the lessees were allowed 
_ keep the road until the end of the- lease they 
would not be entitled to betterments, and that 
the improvements on the road were permanent 
and could not be removed, that bridges, ballast 
_ and steel rails were permanent fixtures and not 
| movable. 

Mr. Brown’s Argument. 

_ Mr. Julius L. Brown then argued at length 
for the lessees going into all questions con- 
cerned in detail and presenting the lessees’ side

Mr. Brown opened his argument with a 
history of the construction and operation of 
the road by the state and its subsequent lease 
‘tothe present claimants. He then entered 
into an argument showing the relations be- 
‘tween landlords and tenants to demonstrate 
ithat the tenants in this case had _ the right to 
‘remove improvements put in the property for 
their own use. 
f\The old law, he said, upon the subject of 
“ixtures may, with few exceptious, be summed up 
‘inafew words. ° 
_ Whatever is affixed to therealty is thereby 
“made parcel of it and partakes of all its incidents 
and properties. 

' But the old law was so utterly at variance with 
_ the principles of common honesty, equity and of 
_ justice, that the courts began to make inroads 
‘upon the doctrine of the old law, and to build 
| upon it and adapt it to the more enlightened bus- 
» iness methods and conscience of the day, so that 
_ the present law of fixtures has grown up by@udi- 
' cial legislation. 3 
_ Chancellor Kent says: ‘The law of fixtures is 
' in derogation of the original rule of the common 
_law, which subjected everything affixed to the 
- freehold to the law governing the freehold, and it 
_ has grown up into a system of judicial legislation 
$oas almost to render the right of removal of 
fixtures a general rule instead of being an excep- 
tion.” 
_ Injother words, the law today is founded upon 
principles almost the exact opposite of those 
which maintained in the time of Coke.

INVITATIONS AND MEMBERSHIP. 

The report on invitations showed that 
125,000 dodgers have been distributed, which, 
together with personal invitations, had brought 
many Visitors in the city and others to the 
meeting of the association. 

The committee on membership reported a 
total of 893 members; serving on committees, 
150; that over 100,000 have visited the build- 
ing; daily attendance, 277. 

The devotional committee reported 358 re- 
ligious meetings held during the year, 40 boys’ 
meetings, 72 Bible classes, 59 shop meetings; 
total attendance at Sunday meetings, 5,294; at 
Saturday, 1,015. 

GYMNASIUM AND ENTERTAINMENT. 

The report of the gymnasium committee 
showed that the physical department had 
been used 43,439 times. 

The entertainment committee reported an 
attendance of 7,298, and ial thanks were 
given to the ladies of the auxiliary for their 
aid. The committee on rooms also thanked 
the ladies for the work they had accomplished 
in decorating the rooms and the constant care 
and attention they bestowed on them. 

The reports of the different committees 
from the railroad department demonstrated 
that much. was being accomplished by this 
branch of the association. 

As a means of interesting young men in the 
work of the association, the reports show that 
all the departments serve to draw young men 
to the batiding, and of securing their attend- 
ance at the religious meetings.

The Decision of the Court Rendered Yester- 
day Morning—An Effort to Obtain 
Commutation. 


Ozburn must hang! 

The supreme court decision in his case 
was handed down yesterday morning and it 
affirms the decision of the court beldw. 

“The new trial prayed for is denied. 

And now Judge Clark must fix the day 
when he will pay with his life the penalty 


for the killing of T. M. Bradley. 
The Bill of Exceptions. 

In their bill of exceptions, Mr. Ozburn’s 
attorneys set forth several grounds upon which, 
in their opinion, the decision of the court be- 
low should be reversed. 

They claimed that excusing one of the jarors 
who was taken sick before the jury was com- 
pleted waserror. They urged that the judge’s 
failure to give in his charge the section of the 
code bearing upon justifiable homicide was 
error. 

They cited the judge’s refusal to rule out 
certain testimony concerning Ozburn’s having 
killed a man in Mississippi, brought out on 
cross-examination, as error. Ld 

They believed the solicitor general had no 
right to urge against a recommendation, and 
contended that the fact that this was done was 
sufficient ground for a new trial. 

They contended that the court went too far 
in that portion of the charge referring to the 
weight to be given the statement of the 


prisoner. 
The Decision of the Court. 

In its decision the court deals at length with 
each of these points, in every case deciding 
against Ozburn. The head notes of the de- 
cision, which was delivered by Justice Lump- 


kin, are as follows: 

Ozburn vy. The State. Criminal law, 
Jurors. Practice. Charge of court. Man- 
slaughter. Witness. Argument of counsel 
Prisoner’s statement. Before Judge Richard 
H. Clark. Fulton superior court. 

Lumpkin, J.—1. When, on the trial of a felony, 
Bev of the jury have been selected, and one 
becomes sick, it is not error to excuse him, and 
theu proceed regularly to complete the panel to 
the number of twelve; and this the court may do 
without summoning a physician to determine that 
the juror is sick. ‘ ee 

2. On the tria! of a murder case, the court was 
requested in writing to give in charge to the jury 
the sections of the code relating to the law of 
voluntary mansiauchter and of justifiable homi- 
cide, aad complied with the request as made ex- 
cept as to FS gy homicide; and it plainly 
appearing that in no view of the case the law of 
justifiable homicide was applicable, no error was 
committed. 

. 8. When, on a trial for murder, the court failed 
to instruct the jury they could find the defendant 
guilty of weleanet? manslaughter, and no error is 
assigned on such failure, either in the motion for 

a new trial or billof exceptions, the question 

whether or not such failure was error is not 

before this court for review. 

4. A witness who testifies to the good eharacter 
of the defendant for ae and that he 
had never heard of defendant pene a difficulty 
before, may be asked, on cross-examination, if he 
had never heard of defendant’s shooting any one 
before, andif he had never heard of his shoot- 
ing a man in another state. 

5. On the trial of a murder case, counsel for the 
state may comment before the jury upon the pro- 
priety or impropriety of their recommending im- 
prisonment for life as a punishment. 

6. Aspecified portion of the court’s charge 
concerning the defendant's statement being in 
the main correct, anexception tothe same asa 
whole, not alleging any particular portion thereof 
to be erroneous, cannot considered. In this 
case, there is nothing in the charge complained of 
requiring anew trial. In charging concerning 
statements made by defendants, courts should 
confine themselves to the language of the statute 
upon this subject,and not indulge in extended 
comments upon the effect to be given to such 
statements. 

Judgment affirmed.

Some Comments of the Court. 
Commenting more elaborately upon the 
grounds set forth in section 6, the court goes 

on, in the body of the decision, to say: 
Evidence introduced by the state against the de- 
fendant is intended to be inculpating; that is, it 
is meant to tend in the direction of guilt. The 
' Statement of the defendant tv have, any effect 
should be upon the other side. It should be ex- 
culpa upon equal grounds. In this 
connection we wi State that it would 
be a much wiser and safer practice for our 
brethren on the circuit benchin ch ng con-

cerning statements made by defendants to con.. 


fine themselves tothe language of the statute 
upon this subject, and notindulgein extended 
comments upon the effect to be given to snch 
statements. This course on their part will relieve 
them and this court of much embarrassment and 
difficulty arising from a contrary practice. . 
The Jury Upheld. 

The court comments strongly endorse the de- 
cision of the lower court and has a good word 
to say for the juries. The decision closes with 


these comments: 

The evidence discloses that an atrocious, unpro- 
voked and deliberate murder was committed by 
the defendant. The verdict finding him guilty 
andimposing upon him the penalty of death, in 
our opinion, renders exact and substantial justice. 
After a thorough, careful and anxious examination 
of the entire record, we ‘are fully convinced that 
the judgment of the court below should stand. It 
is well own that juries are reluctant to take 
away by their verdicts the lives of their fellow- 
creatures,and when good men, in the faithful 
and conscientious discharge of a painful duty, 
enforce and vindicate the law, as the jury in this 
case undoubtedly did, we do not feel authorizde 
to discourage them and oihers who may try 
such cases in the future by setting aside a verdict 
which is manifestly right. 


How Ozbarn Took It. 

Charlie Ozburn, the man whose life hangs 
on this decision, was not greatly moved when 
told of the action of the court. He has not 
lost all hope, despite this adverse decision, and 
will now, through his attorneys, endeavor to 
secure a2 commutation of his sentence to im- 
prisonment for life. 

Ozburn was sentenced to hang in J anuary. 
Judge Clark will now be called uponto fix 
another date for the execution. )

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A CASE OF CONTEMPT BEFORE THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


Moessra. Lester and Ravenel, of Savannah, 
Ordered to Appear Before the Justices 
and Show Cause. 


Why should not the law firm of Lester 
& Ravenel, of Savannah, be adjudged guilty 
of contempt? 

That’s what the three justices of the su- 
preme court want to know. 

And Lester & Ravenel will have an op- 
portunity to explain on the 2d day of May. 

It’s an interesting case. The distin- 

guished jurists composing the court are 
somewhat indignant over a brief filed 
by this firm taking them to task 
for certain action of the court. That is, 
indignation would be inferred from the 
order issued yesterday. 
: It was sigued by all three justices, and 
is an order requiring Lester & Ravenel, of 
Savannah, members of the bar and officers 
of the court, to show cause why they 
should not be adjudged guilty of contempt 
for having in a recent brief filed in the 
case of John Doe ex dem. Frank E. Durant 
et al., plaintiffs in error, vs. Richard Roe, 
John Muller et al., defendantg in error, 
and read in open court by the clerk, used 
language discourteous and disrespectful to 
the court, and thus misbehaved in their 
ofticial conduct as attorneys and officers of 
the court, 

The language used was as follows: “The 
supreme court should be bound by the acts of 
the legislature unless the acts in question be 
unconstitutional, and can have no legal right 
to prescribe a different mode or fix different 
times for the taking up and hearing of cases 
than those specified in the acts. The supreme 
court Was created by the legisiature and its 
duties and powers prescribed. To act contrary, 
therefore, to the very act that gaveit its exis- 
tence would clearly be unconstitutional. The 
case of Logan vs. the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company  de- 
cided by the court in January 31, 
1891, cannot apply to this case, for such ap- 
plication would be unoonstitutional and ille- 
gal. We have not been able to discover from 
whence the court got the thirty days referred 
to in the said case of Logan vs. the Western 
and Atlantic rallroad.”’ 

Messrs. Lester and Ravenel will be heard by 
the court on May 2d at 10 o’clock.

Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, president of the new 
depository, has given a $50,000 bond, as re- 
quired by law.

Alto- 
gether there are now about 1,500 applica- 
tions in.

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WHICH I8 PUSHING FROM MACON 
TO SAVANNAH. 


Something Definite About the East and 
West—The Western and Atlantic 
Shops Will Not Goto Dalton. 


A short line from Macon to Savannah is 
being rapidly built. 

For sometime the Macon and Dublin road, 
as it was called, has been pushing outtoward 
Dublin, but the builders kept their own 
counse], and though they said they were £0 
ing to build a line to Savannah, they made so 
little fuss about it that people doubted 
whether it was really so large and undertaking. 
But the road is in operation past Jefferson- 
ville, and track is being laid toward Dublin at 
the rateof a mile a day. Very soon that 
stretch of fifty-two miles will be in operation. 
The serious nature of the enterprise may be in- 
ferred from this Chicago dispatch to The New 
York Tribune: 

CHICAGO, April 22.—-A party representing the 
score or more of Chicago capitalists who, under 
the name of the Illinois and Georgia Improve- 
ment Company, are constructing the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah railroad, has just returned from 
al €Xamination of the work. The road runs from 
Macon, Ga., to Savannah, on the seaboard, and 
Will be 153 miles in length. No bonds have been 
issued, and the syndicate claims to have means 
ample to complete the line. Track-laying is now 
proceeding at the rate of a mile a day, and it 1s 
expected that the road will be in operation be- 
tween Macon and Dublin before June 1st. 


The Cedartown Standard gives what appears 
to be an authoritative statement of the pros- 
pective change in the management of the East 
and West railroad. That paper says: 

Captain West, of thiscity,and the Brownings,of 
New York, own $900,000 of the road’s bonds, and 
Eugene Kelley, of New York. halds $600,000 of the 
receiver's certificates, which hold the same as 
bonds. This is a majority of the road’s indebted- 
ness, andall these parties are acting together. 
They say they will move to dismiss the receiver 80 
s00n as he makes his final report to the court, and 
ask that its management be turned over to them or 
sold at public outcry to the highest bidder. 

Grosvenor & Pell own the other bonds of the 
road, amounting to $500,000, andas they have 
never agreed with the West wing of stockhviders, 
it 18 most reasonable that they will never consent 
to the West management and wil! accordingly 
either fightthe motion to dismiss the receiver or 
let the road be sold tothe highest bidder in the 
market. As Captain West’s crowd holds a large 
majority of the siock, it is reasonable to presume 
on the decision of the court that it will either re- 
mand the road back to the management of the 
stockholders, in which event the majority stock- 
holders would control its affairs, or order the road 
sold, in which event all bondholders would fare 
alike. The knowing ones of the road think it will 
be sold, and it is currently reported that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville system would buy it in. 


There is no truth in the report that the 
shops of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
will be moved to Dalton. Superintendent Mc- 
Collum said, when asked about the report: 
‘There is nothing in it; thisis the first intima 
tion I have heard of such a thing.” 


The board of arbitration of the Southern- 
Railway and Steamship Association is in ses- 
sion at Savannah. The rate committee has 
been there for several days, and both Com- 
missioner Carter and Secretary Sindall ‘have 
been attending the meeting.. They will return 
to the aity on Monday. 


Colonel Crocker, the president of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad, has just returned to Cali- 
fornia from the east, where he has been work- 
ing C. P. Huntington’s scheme for the joint 
control of railroads. In an interview published 
in The San Francisco. Examiner, Colonel 
oe outlines a plan which he has formu- 
lated. .. 

It is not joint partnership, and _ to 
put it in operation not a share of 
stock will have to change hands. The 
proposal is simply that the stockholders of the 
different transcontinental lines get together 
and elect a board of joint control, which shall 
make rates forall the roads. This, Colonel 
Crocker thinks, would do away with all secret 
rate-cutting, or secret inducements to di- 
vert business. from one road to another. 
As it is now, big merchants get  pri- 
vate concessions, and small competitors 
are knocked out without knowing what 
struck them. lt is to the 
interest of business men, as well as the rail- 
road. stockholders, that rates be not onl 
equitable, but uniform, stable and equal to all 
shippers. 

he autonomy of the roads would not be 
disturbed, but the friction would be done 
away with. 

The Chickamauga company has laid out a 
block for the terminals of the Chattanooga 
Southern railroad, which taps the coalfield 
on Lookout mountain. A belt road connects 
it with the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad. 

The Ringgold New South says there is a 
project to unite Catoosa Springs with Chicka- 
mauga National park by rail.

STHE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—The stock market today has 
been feverish and irregular throughout the day, and 
the final outcome of the day’s business is generally 
only smal] changes in either direction. The restrain- 
ing influence today was the further engagement of 
over $1,600,000 gold at the subtreasury for shipment to 
Europe tomorrow, and ‘this checked a most promising 
apward movement when in full play. The bullish feel- 
ing is almost entirely based upon the excellent outlook 
for cereal crops for the coming season, however, and 
other influences of an adverse nature receive little at- 
tention except for a short time, and while they usually 
give the bears and sold-out bulls a chance to get back 
a few of fhe stocks sold at other prices, the real buy- 
ing is now permanently checked. The market gradu- 
ally outgrew the effects of the gold shipment, and 
while thé general list was not specially active or 
strong, several stocks made material advances. Prom- 
inent among these were Lackawanna, Ontario and 
Western and Northern Pacific preferred. Notwith- 
standing that the bears attacked the list at every op- 
portunity, the bulls have been gaining recruits daily, 
and the volume of business is now so large that the at- 
tacks of the bears on some stocks have little effect upon 
the general list, The buying today was excellent in 
St. Paul, Louisvilie, New Albany and Chicago, Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie, Union Pacific, Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Wabash preferred. If the predictions of large 
crops be realized as the impression in Wall street is 
they will, the railroad situation is likely to improve, 
and others will follow the course of Wheeling and Lake 
Erie and increase their dividend rates. The market 
developed marked strength in the last hour, and again 
prices were lifted materially and finally closed at a 
shade under the best prices, but strong and active. 
The final changes are generally small advances, but 
Lackawanna, which was most prominent in the late 
rise, is up 1';, Louisville and Nashville 1'4, and Sugar 
and Cordage each 1 per cent, while Louisville, New 
Albany and Chicago is up 2,and Wabash preferred % 
percent.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Graiu and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 24.—The wheat market was un- 
settled and nervous today, and was subject to frequent 
and sharp fluctuations. Uncertainty asto the situa- 
tion growing out of conflicting cables, made operators 
cautious, and resulted in the transaction of a smaller 
amount of business than yesterday. Thenet result of 
the day’s trading is a loss in value of aboutlcin July 
option and of 1’sc in April and May. July ruling op- 
tion opened at $1.09°44@$1.10'4, against $1.1034@$1.10'4¢ 
ai the close yesterday, and soon touched $1.09%. 
Houses with foreign connections were generally sell- 
ers, though they gauged their sales with care to avoid 
a heavy decline. The bear syndicate,which attempted 
to break prices for them, was brought up with a round 
turn. While the syndicate did not come to grief it 
nevertheless was frightentd enough to lie still for some 
time. After gcing to $1.095, July rallied quickly to 
$1.10'4, but was loaded with a large lot of property and 
the market broke to $1.09'45. Purchases by those act- 
ing for foreigners tinally frightened the small scalpers, 
and in their efforts to cover they put the price up to 
$1.103,.7$1.10'5. Then the longs resumed their unload- 
ing tactics and the price sagged off to $1.10, where it 
remained for some time. At last the bears plucked up 
courage for another raid, and their sales broke the 
price to $1,095. ‘Toward the close July rallied to $1.10 
on cables reporting higher Berlin markets, and on the 
dispatch saying Roumania would prohibit exports of 
maize because of depieted stocks there. Just before 
the close there was another break, and the market 
closed easy at $1.095,@$§1.09'6. The London closing 
market was 6d(jjls 3d per quarter lower on wheat. 
Paris was 20075 centimes higher on flour and 30 cen- 
times higher on deferred futures of wheat. Near futures 
were 10 centimes lower. Paris reported cold weather 
in France, but the weatherin this country was fine. 
Advices from St. Louis said that wheat was already 
heading in the Indian territory. 

- Asuccessful raid in corn was started, and July —_ 
broken from 67%c down to 66!4c, but was turned up to 
67c on liberal purchases. 

There was free selling of long oats, which caused a 
break of \(a%ec. Prices hardened a little later in the 
day. but were '4@%c lower at the close. 

The opening in the provision market was rather firm 
in the reported firmness of hogs at the stock yards, 
but speedily weakened, «nd after fluctuating frequently 
within a moderate range, closed with a loss of 15@17%e 
for pork, 2',@5e for lard and 24sec for ribs.

Simmons, J.—1. AS a general rule, a railroad 
company is not liable for any injury resulting 
from a nuisance created bythe negligence of an 
independent contractor in constructing its rail- 
road, where it retains no control over the con- 
tractor except to see, by its superintendent, that 
the railroad is built according to the contract. 

2. The proper construction of a railroad under 
the authority given bythe charter of the com- 
pany, will not result in a nuisanc; and the con- 
tract for its construction implies that the con- 
tractor shall do the work properly, the contrary 
not appearing. In this case it appears that in the 
place where the alleged nuisance was created, the 
company had provided means which, if used 
would have prevented it. The . excavation of 
hills and filling of bottoms, to make its roadbed, 
were authorized by the company’s charter; and 
the location of a convict camp and of horse and 
hog lots, were acts of the contractor. 

3. Ifa particular size of sewer pipe were placed 
at a certain point by direction of the company or 
according to the specifications in the contract, 
and thus part of the plan were inherently de- 
fective, and the nuisance were thus caused, the 
company would be liable for the injury thereby 
sustained; but if the company did not direct 
such pipe to be placed, and the contract specifica- 
tions did not require it, and it was so placed by 
the contractor according to his own judgment, 
and negligently, the company would not be liable 
although it had notice from the plaintiff that, in 
his opinion, the pipe was too small. Such inde- 
pendent contractor is not the servant or agent of 
the company; and for his negligence in perform- 
ing, forthe company, work lawful in itself, he 
and not the company is liable. 

4. No duty is imposed upon the company here, 
either by contract or by statute, to build its road 
or to do itin a particu’ar way. It may contract 
with others for the construction of its road, and 
such contract is not such a delegation of its 
chartered rights as to render it liable for unau- 
thorized wrongs committed by the contractor or 
his servants while engaged in the work.

6. Where, in answer to an interrogatory, a 


' witness testified that in his opinion four named 


causes produced malaria, the answer being ob- 
jectionabie on the ground that two of the causes 
were not covered by the allegations of the declara- 
tion, the whole answer should have been excluded, 
not merely the portion not covered by the plead- 
ings. ‘The error in deciding that the part remain- 
ing could be read, was not waved by consent, 
after the ruling, that the whole of the answer 
might be read. 

7. Declarations of persons not servants or nts 
of the railroad company were not admissible to 
bind it. 

Judgment reversed.
